The Chinese view the situation with 


the greatest fear, owing to the fact 
that the closing of the doors to Chi- 
nese laborers has made it impossible to 
hope for any great increase of trade. 
The older merchants are all drawing In 
on linesj of business, owing to the fact 
that they expect continued exclusion, 
and consequently see smaller markets 
for their imports. There has been, In 
the opinion of the older men, a great 
loss to the Territory in the shutting 
out of the Chinese, and the change in 
labor conditions. They say that the 
greatest loss to planting interests la 
not primarily the Increase of wages, 
but the decrease in the productive work 
of the hands. One planter said yester- 
day that where six men, with two more 
in harvest, were formerly sufficient to 
work twenty-five acres of rice, they 
being paid at the rate of $13 to 915 a 
month, now It was necessary to hire 
twelve men and pay J25 for a month's 
work. The work done by the double 
number, it Is asserted, too, Is not so 
good as that of the old force. The men 
have now no attachment to their work, 
and leave upon the slightest provoca- 
tion, saying that there is plenty of 
work to be had. 


In another place, a Chinese sugar 


plantation, where formerly there were 
200 Chinese hands, and this number 
was sufficient to cut and handle the 
cane to keep the mill running double 
time, now with 500 Japanese laborers,

PROTESTS AGAINST EXCLUSION. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The fol- 


lowing letter from Prince Ching, pro- 
testing against the exclusion of Chi- 
nese from the Philippines, was today 
transmitted to Congress by Secretary 
Root: 


"I find on examination that the Phil- 


ippines are not far fro"m China, and 
that from the time of the Ming dy- 
nasty, which preceded the present, 
down to today a large number of emi- 
grants have gone there from Fuklen 
and the two Kuangs, amounting to 100.- 
000, more or less, and that It is verr 
difficult to put a stop to the coming 
and going of their families, fellow- 
vlllagers and relations. 
These emi- 


grants were formerly 111 treated and 
harassed by the Spanish Government, 
but they were never forbidden to 
or harshly driven back to China. 


"Tour honorable country has usually 


the reputation of being lenient, and at 
present your relations with China are 
especially friendly. There are places to 
which the restrictions agreed upon in 
rast treaties apply, but, while we are 
•nplne that these restrictions may be 
entirely abrogated, 
there haa never 


been any treaty applying restrictions 
to these Islands.

Kalihi detention camp, a block of 
buildings, arranged for an infectious 
disease hospital, which offer in every 
wav an opportunity to house the un- 
fortunates, even better too than they 
are now kept at the asylum.

wards are newly fitted, have the very 
best of plumbing and are amply suffi- 
cient to give rooms for the few pa- 
tients foi whom perfect peace is re-

The necessity for the use of the quar- 
ry Is immediate. The very Board of 
Health which cannot find any way to 
assist the Department of Public Works 
to its securing of this needed supply 
of rock, condemns the insanitary con- 
dition of the streets In the Ewa end 
of the city 
The Department does not 


denv, but it does ask for assistance. 
There are now waiting to be complet- 
ed, across the stream, some 12,000 lineal 
feet of roadway. This means 1000 feet 
of Beretama street, fiOOO feet of King 
street from the stream to the Kame- 
hameha Schools and 6000 feet of Liliha 
street. The lower King street district 
is one of the disgraces of the city.

for this reason the perfect sewer sys- 
tem of that district is practically un- 
available. It is sufficient to carry off 
the water, It cannot move the mud 


The rock crusher at the asylum Is a 
great one 
It has the capacity, with 


nine hours' work a da>, to crush 150 
cub-c vards of rock 
This amount 


would cover about 160 feet lineal of 
Beretania. street, for instance, to a 
depth of eight lnches,of stone Makirg 
a working reduction of 40 per cent, for 
Dreakdowns or accidents of every kind,

One of the rrost significant f atur s of the week has been the free buying 


of ulna paid up stock. Thpre was a to'.al of 400 shares sold, and there "is a 
(Jpir.T'd for more at $13. While this i s tho market price, there lies behind 
the ransactiors sorrethl-g rrore. The buvrr was a tourist who had not a 
sirpflo dollar in Hawaiian securiti s, o p who came here on a pleasure trip, 
ind s rnply looked about him and bou -M what seemed a perfectly fair in- 
vestment. The order is as yet u-fllled and the brokers are still looking about 
fur the stock. Outside of the sales fea ur" there was nothing in the selling 
which gave any line upon the better co -ditions of trade In the street. 
The 
sal"s recorded are 400 Olaa paid up, 50 O.aa assessable, 100 KJhei, 63 Oabu, 45 
McIJryde and 160 Ewa. 


Thfe sale of McBryde was at $6. wilch shows an advance of a half over 


thp previous selling price. The stock i» not strong, though the street is of 
opirlnn that the immediate result of t.ie issuance of the bonds' as authorized 
it the meeting of yesterday will be t j place the stock on a better plane, ow- 
ing to the fact that this will mean dividends on the stock from 
the 
crop 


which Is now being taken oft. The salos of Oahu, Kihel and Ewa were at 
thf old prices, and the shares show lit Lie demand except Ewa, which can find 
a ready sale at the price, $24. 


Outside the selling stocks there were pricea made which show the better 


feeling In the market. For Instance th jre can be no Kahuku brought out by 
thp most persistent offers of $23.50. The list sales of this stock were at $24, 
which was some time ago. The fact that there/ Is no chance for selling now 
indicates that the outlook is appreciated by the people. The plantation -is 
now in the hands of Alexander & Bal iwin, and the prospect is understood 
to be for a crop of 8000 tons next yea -. The plantation under Willow Bald- 
win and Andrew Adams has been com ng out well and with its small capital, 
a half million, is looked upon as a sure one per cent stock In the near fu- 
ture 
Some of this stock has been exchanged for Ewa on even terms. 


The most promising feature however v.-aa the offer of $75 for Waialua. 
This stock wag sold down to $53.50 andlhen gradually forced up to the pres- 
ent bid, which found no takers. The shares have been held tightly and the 
demand at this time Is believed to be d le to a feeling that there is to be e/en 
a greater crop than was estimated b •• Manager Goodale. Another stock to 
show the good feeling was Inter-Island, which from $60 at the last sale some 
months ago, has this week jumped tof69. and promises to go even higher. 
The fact that the company is on a pay ng fcasis has made part of the differ- 
ence, but In addition the renewal of th': Annhola business, which is good for 
130,000 a year, tends to -Increase confidence in the company.

REAL ESTATE AXD BUILDING. 


Would-be buyers of real estate are spending much time in looking Into 
the various suburbs and the chances of their early connection with the busi- 
ness portion of the city by Rapid Transit lines. The College Hills tract con- 
tinues to attract the best trade and there are rumors of several high class 
sales being on. There are two new houses under construction there now 
'and the grading for others is expect id to begin soon> 


The Waiklkl end of the city promises to be one of the most active very 
shortly. There is a feeling that the extension of the Rapid Transit line will 
tend to make this one of the very best of all suburbs, owing to the double 
attraction of sea bathing and mountain view. The road Jury having re- 
ported in the matter of the widening of the roadway, the Superintendent of 
Public Works will very soon ask for the filing of claims for damages, which 
step will Immediately precede the appointment of a commission to assess the 
damages and benefits along the proposed new thoroughfare. 
It is expect- 
ed by those wHo have lived in Waikiki for a time and become 
acquainted 
with the peculiarities of the dwellers and land owners, that there will be 
many claims for damages along the road. On the other hand if there Is a 
commission it Is certain that the benefits will be sufficient to offset the dam- 
ages and as well to pay much of the cast of the building of the thoroughfare 


There is an amount of residence building, which keeps the contractor 
fairly busy, though there is little new business block construction. 
Among 


the new residences which are under figures now are those of M Phillips in 
Kewalo street, of W. W. Harris In Kinau street, and of August Dreier, at 
Ulalani, the latter to replace the old structure. John Ouderkirk has begun 
the building of two cottages adjoining his Maldkl street residence and the 
first wing of the Hospital for Incurables is already up. The latter work 
consists of the two ward buildings which face the west The grading for 
the administration building, the refectory and the other wings, is now go- 
Ing on. The roadway is all finished and the bam and other outbuildings are 
soon to be taken up and rushed along. The work is being done by the hos- 
pital trustees under superintendence ot William Mutch. Figures are being 
made upon the barn and servants' quarters, which will precede in time of 
erection the new residence of F. M. Swanzy on the Manoa road.

ANOTHER INJURED 


(From Saturday's daily.) 


N accident occurred yesterday af- 


^ 
ternoon at the Government quarry 
at Maklki which resulted in the 


death of a native named Hoonohonoho 
and injury to another native named 
Haole. 


The affair took place about 3 o'clock. 


A gang of men were e/igaged in exca- 
vating black sand from the hillside. 
Their method of work was for one man 
to fill a barrow with -sand, which was 
wheeled away and dumped by another 
man. 


It was Hoonohonoho's turn to fill th« 


barrow and he was working away at 
the end of a tunnel which ran a nun- 
ber of feet into the cliff. Suddenly and 
without warning the tunnel caved in 
and several tons of earth fell on the 
unfortunate man. burying him com- 
pletely. Haole, who was standing sev- 
eral feet away from his partner, wa» 
also caught by the falling earth, but 
fortunately his head remained uncov- 
ered, else he would certainly have 
shared Hoonohonoho's fate. 


As soon as possible the remainder of 


the men working In the quarry set to 
work to dig their comrade out, but 60 
great was the mass of earth which had 
fallen on him that it was over an hour 
before this could be accomplished. 


When found, Hoonohonoho was dead, 


choked to death, with his mouth full 
of blark pand. 
Haole was removed 


without much difficulty. He was badly 
bruised and complained 
of 
suffering 


great pain in his abdomen. 


A telephone message was sent to the 


police station and the patrol wagon was 
dispatched to the scene of the acci- 
dent. Haole was Immediately removed 
to Queen's Hospital. Then the body of 
Hoonohonoho was taken to the morgue. 


There were no marks on the body of 


deceased, nor were any bones broken. 
He had simply been sufforated. Hoomo- 
homho wa« about ?S years of age and 
resided BI Kukuluaeo.
